WORKIN6MEN AND THE TRUSTS. 


N RBFENSE of the abuses which have grown 


up under the policy of latter day Republicanism, 


the claim is being constantly made that working- 
men are better off now than the} ever were before. 
In a certain sense this is true, but it does not jus- 
tify or excuse a single abuse complained of. 
The 


whole civilized world has made tremendous strides 
forward during the last two or three centuries 
and.some of the benefits have, of necessity, inured 
to the working class. 
Solomen could live in a 


temple shining with gold, but he could not ride in 
a railroad car or on a steamboat, he could not send 
a telegram or talk over a telephone, he could not 


• T«d a newspaper or even look through a pane of 


window glass. All of these things may be done by 
the commonest laborer today; but that is no rea- 
son wh> he shoulct-be blindly content \vith Repub- 
lican policy. 


The aim of the great toiling masses of human- 


ity^, whose labor creates all wealth, should ever be 
toward higher and better conditions. No work- 
jngman can afford to be satisfied because he is bet- 
ter off than men of the same class were in the dark 
ages-. The question with him should be whether he 
is getting his share of what belongs to the whole 
human family as a result of the world's recent prog- 
ress. 


For example, in what \\ay has the condition of 


the workingman been improved b> the formation of 
the huge trusts which now dominate the leading in- 
dustries of 
the 
country ? These trusts 
doing 


business behind the breatstworks of an almost im- 
passible tariff, which enables them to raise prices 
at home and lower them abroad \\hen necessity to 
sell in foreign markets. How much does this ben- 
efit their employes, and where does the advantage 
of the American consuming public come in ? Is it 
not clear that whatever advantage the trusts gain in 
this way must be at the expense of others5 Who 
are these others5 The millions upon millions of 
American consumers including, of course, the 
working emplo>es of the trusts themselves. 


The operations of the Steel Trust furnish a fair 


illustration of how the advantages of such combina- 
tions, viewed in their best light, are distributed. 
A few months ago, the fact was given out \\ith a 
great "hurrah" that the Trust had increased the 
wages of its men to the extent of $4,000,000 a year. 
This sounds big until the fact is kno\vn that the 
sum named is divided among more than a hundred 
thousand merr. when it becomes apparent that each 
individual's share is a very small item 
But soon 


afterwards it appeared that during the previous 
twelve months the Trust had increased its profits 
about $44,000,000. Of this sum $40,000,000 goes to 
capital, while only one—tenth as much goes to the 
labor which created it all. But this does not state 
the w.nole case, for of the so-called "capital" at least 
three-fourths is clear "water" representing no in- 
vestment of any value. 


Take another trust—the Coal Trust. How much 


' does that benefit labor, or any portion of our peo- 
ple except, the coal barons themselves ? Literally 
jiot at all. The men are worked at starvation rates 
and when they strike to ameliorate their condition, 
the trust shuts down the mines, stops all outlay on 
account of wages, while in a large measure it re- 
coups its own losses by raising the price of coal, 
thus inflicting great hardship upon millions of poor 
-people in no way connected with the strike. 


These are fair examples of how the trusts work. 


It requires no effort to see where the trust advan- 
tages come in, but the benefits to others are only 
Apparent to a very enthusiastic Republican imagi- 
t,n»tion. During the last five or six 3 ears man) ele- 


:ments in the business situation have made for pros- 
•perity both at home and abroad. Under such con- 
ditions it is easy to wink at abuses. But wait until 
jthe prosperity tide takes a turn, as it certainly will 
in the course of time, and see how the wage-work- 
ets and the public generally will fare in their strug- 
gle with these industrial connorants.

the parade passed up Virginia street 
to Comerclal, west to Sierra, across the 
track to Plaza, thence to Lake, east 
"on Commercial to Virginia, to the Park, 
countermarching to the hall where the 
parade disbanded and the members of 
the camps and the candidates follow- 
ed the goat to the gymnasium, which 
was used because it was the only hall 
in town of sufficient size.
